"Blind Tom," the Negro Musician, 


and His Gift. 


It is announced that Blind Tom will 


eoon visit Fresno. There are a few per- 
sons in this city, perhapp, who have 
seen him, but the majority never have. 
There is something in tho old blind 
man, for he is now about CO, which 
philosophers have studied but cannot 
explain it. He is of feeble intellect; to 
express it more plainly, he bus always 
been regarded as an idiot in everything 
but music, and in that ho is the equal 
of the greatest masters the world has 
ever suen. This is wlmt is wonderful in 
him. 
1 loin culled the "livmg phono- 


graph,"'and reproduces only what he 
hours. Ue can play no music except 
what lio has heard, but ho reproduces 
thntwith wonderful exactness, although 
he knows nothing at nil of thu science 
of music an it is ordinarily understood. 
The most difficult and artistic classics 
are given by him with n perfcetneas 
equaled only by tho great masters. 


If ho had learned his music ns other 


pconli) learn it, Uiia would not bo so re- 
markable; but he has not. It is a sort 
of inspiration with htm; it is what JB 
called genius. Nobody can explain tho 
matter. 


He was born in Columbia, Ga., and it 


one' of a family of twenty children 
He was born in slavery, and was the 
property of General Bethune until the 
war set him and hia people free, tie 
was blind from his birtti, and never dis- 
played any evidence of a remarkable 
nature until one day when he was be- 
tween two and three years of Age. As 
he was not supposed to possess a very 
brilliant intellect, and therefore could 
bo of no service to his master, ho waa 
allowed the privilege of wanderingabout 
tho plantation ut will, and upon this 
eventful day hia master was giving a 
diuner party to some of hie friends, and 
during the afternoon the piano was used 
quite liberally. 


It was while the party were at dinner 


that the little fellow wandered into the 
pArlor and there found the piano. Ho 
had often heard it with munifustation of 
great delight, but never before hud one 
in his hands. Imagine the surprise of

A VOTING MACHINE. 


There la a well sclllcd conviction in 


the mimla ot many people that our pri'B- 
unt voting eyetoni is cnualilc ol eomo im- 
provement. The Australian ballot law 
gives secrecy, hut voting and counting 
is a slow process. Tin- manner ol ail- 
pointing election hoards has also been 
adjudged capable ot improvement. By 
•onus it is recommended that the otltcers 
be elected, and others recommend that 
they serve without pav. Election boards 
should be composed of competent 
men. 


Next to honesty should he the ability to 
do their work quickly and correctly. 
Neither of the above mentioned changes 
•would be of any benefit in ttiia respect. 
Even with the present method of select- 
ing the members of election boards, it is 
entirely within the abilities ol boards oi 
supervisors to appoint men in each pre- 
cinct who are competent and able to do 
the work in a creditable manner. If 
this rule wen adhered to there micht 
be fewer delays, mistakes and charges 
ol fraud in the returns. Officers of 
election are too often 
appointed 
to 


farther party ends, or because they need 
the (10. 


During the 
recent election some 


boards, after counting more than 200 
ballots, were through with their work 
soon after midnight, while othere, with 
the same number of ballots, did not 
complete their work until late the next 
evening. 


In this connection it may not be out 


of place to pay a tribute to the stupidity 
of the bungler who prepared the tally 
sheets for the recent election. A 
con- 


siderable saving of time might have 
been effected if the names upon the 
tally chcet had come in the same order 
as those on the ticket. 


What is needed ia rapidity in count- 


ing, a. machine for registering votes 
has been invented by a man in New 
York; but while the laws require voting 
to be by ballot, this cannot he used. The 
machine IB described, at eome length in 
the Scientific'American of November 
24tli. The voter enters a secret chamber 
uid upon the board before him lire a 
nimber of knobs bearing the namea of 
the candidates to be voted for. 
Differ- 


ent political parties are designated by 
4iff«ent cobra. All he has to do is to 
preflB the button bearing the name of 
the man for whom he wishes to vote. 
The machine is so arranged that the 
knob for oach candidate can he pressed 
only once, and theti all the other knoba 
for the same office are locked. Provis- 
ion is made for the uian who votes the 
whole party ticket at one stroke. Only 
•ne man IB allowed to enter the place at 
* time, and AB aoon as he leaves, the 
machine by automatic action, is pre- 
pared for the next. 


Probably the moat important feature 


of the machine ia, that H Boon as the 
Toting is done the inspectors unlock the 
rear of the machine and there are the 
returns already made up. Its action is 
Bomewb&t similar to that of acaeti regis- 
ter and counts the votes aa they arc re- 
corded. 


Taking Into account the printing of 


the ballots, and pay for ballot and poll 
clerks, the expense would he much less 
with the machine than under the pres- 
ent method. 


NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


The state legislature will convene in 


one month from now, and if any legis- 
lation is desired especially affecting this 
locality it ia time that it was being dis- 
cussed and formulated, BO that our rep- 
reeentativea can act without delay. 
That legislation is needed, everyone 
sccme to concede. 


A hill should be passed abolishing one 


of the superior courts of this county. A 
revision of the law relative to coun ty 
governments should be thorough, and 
salaries ahould be equalized and gener- 
ally reduced. The statute providing 
for the payment of a bounty on coyote 
ecalps, which has given rise to so much 
fraud and has been of little or no prac- 
tical public benefit, should be repealed. 


If it waa possible to simplify and make 


practical the Wright irrigation law, it 
should be attempted, for the time must 
come when the control And distribution 
of water must be by the people who use 
it. Every effort ahould be made to lop 
off useless expenditure in both county 
and Htate. Our representative* are all 
intelligent And honorable men, 
and 


without doubt will do all possible in the 
interest* of theirionatituenta; but they 
ne«d assistance in formulating the work 
to be done and the support of a favora- 
ble public sentiment, while ell ques- 
tions should be open to public discnB- 
Bion. A meeting ahould be called of 
business men and Ux payers, to take 
practical stops to secure needed legisla- 
tion. 


Tiir statement 
made in the dis- 


patches from the far East that Japan 
will demand the payment by China of 
$260,000,000 as the price of peace, re- 
calls the experience of the English and 
French in that country. Their allied 
Armies invaded China in 1861, »nd soon 
overthrew All resistance, And in the setr 
tlement of terms of peace they named a 
larger aum afl indemnity. Cp to that 
time it WM popularly believed that the 
wealth of China waa exhaustless, »nd 
that untold millions of pounds of pre- 
cious metals filled the treasuries. But 
AD investigation' soon satisfied the con- 
qtterora that the great wealth of China 
was a myth. As a nation it was poor 
then, and hut little richer today. Its 
natural resources are great, but ore un- 
developed. It ha* but little to sell, and 
there is nothing to cause outside capital 
to accumulate there. 
China has ten 


times the population of France, yet it 
would be impotaihle for the former to 
p*y one-haU the 
indemnity 
which 


France paid to Germany in 1871.

THE GOVERNMENT PARK. 


Opium Gale of the United Statoa 


army and acting Bupormte.idcnt of tho 
^ovurnuient parks of Sequoia and Yo- 
Bcniito. eays in hie report to tho uccre- 
titry of the interior that by extending 
the boundaries of Sequoia park north- 
wan! iiorosa KliiRS rlvor, thu bamle of 
sliccp which now ranj-c in thu Sierras 
could bo prncticjilly shut out. 
He adds 


that the touristta, llshermen and sports- 
men would huil with delight such an 
extension. 


There is n foellng among the people of 


this county, aud especially among that 
large number who are directly or in- 
directly interceled in stock, lumber and 
lands in the mountains, that tho ROV- 
oriiinuut has already done enough for 
tho Bportsmen, tourists and fishermen, 
Belting apart more than two thousand 
square miles of reservation for their 
pleasure and benefit, and that stockmen, 
lumbermen and miners are entitled to 
fjomethiuc. 


There is no objection to parks, out it 


is an open question whether there is any 
necessity of enlarging these reserves till 
they cover enough territory for two or 
three slates. 
Fresno county sheep 


owners formerly derived from their wool 
a revenue of about half R million dollara 
annually, and the greater part of it came 
from herds pastured among the Sierras. 
It has not yet been clearly pointed out 
where the 
corresponding profit will 


come from if the parks are so extended 
as to shut the herds out of the moun- 
tains altogether, and, by that means 
kill the wool industry. 


Fou awhile it oeemed that serious 


results might rise from the complica- 
tions with the English in Nicaragua. It 
is pretty certain tuat England's reluct- 
ance In giving up her hold upon the 
MoFauito coast was the result of a desire 
to attend to her interests in the Nicara- 
gua canal project. The indifference of 
our government in this matter Ja pheu- 
ominal. No one will deny the impor- 
tance to tlie United States of controlling 
tho waterway across the isthmus. Yet 
congress has ncgleted to take any de- 
cisive action in the matter until it may 
be too late. Euglieh merchants and 
statesmen profiting by their experience 


•ith the Puez canal are only waiting for 


an opportunity to get control of this 
one. 
It is to be hoped that congress 


will awaken to the necessity of action 
during thu coming eeseion.

where the silver is stored. 


Figures fail to impreas like pictures,

enlized. 
Suppose the Moukden treasury stood 
i Fresno. Charley's Campbell's team, 
with twelve mules and two wagone, at- 
iracted considerable attention on ac- 
ount of Us size. 
Suppose he should

pon the road would occupy not less 
mn one hundred and lifty feet. Load 
en tons of silver dollars on each team, 
nd as fast as one is loaded, start it out, 
nd load the next one, putting the full 
0,000 pounds on each team.
